AUSTRALIA‘S WORLD CUP 
ASSAULT 


MEXICO 1986 ... that’s the big 
target for tonight's Australian 
squad! 

The Australians have been 
matched with New Zealand, Israel 
and Thailand in their World Cup 
qualifying group. If they get 
through, they'll meet the runners- 
up of the group that includes 
Scotland and Spain — fora place in 
the Mexico finals. 

The exploits of the Socceroos, as 
the team is known back home, 
have finally started to excite the 
Australian public — who've 
traditionally put Australian rules 
football, cricket and rugby league 
before football. , 

The Australians drew twice and 
lost only once in a tough home 
series against Bobby Robson’s 
England squad in 1983 — in front of 
30,000 plus crowds. 

And the Socceroos met some 
notable European opposition — 
including Nottingham Forest and 
our own Viv Anderson — in a series 
of home matches this summer. 

Their best result was a 2-0 
success against European Cup 
Winners’ Cup holders and Italian 
champions Juventus on June 16. 

Juventus included Poland’s 
superstar Zbigniew Boniek, plus 
five of Italy's World Cup-winning 
side! 


The Australians played 18 
matches in the summer to start 
their World Cup build-up. Then 
they embarked on a six week tour 
— comprising four matches in 
China and nine against European 
sides. 

The Aussies have already beaten 
Manchester City 3-1, and drawn 0-0 
with Forest, during their stay in 
England. 

After tonight's match, they fly off 
to Italy to face Udinese, and Brazil’s 
Zico. 

National coach Frank Arok 
knows his team will only learn by 
playing hard games against 
experienced opponents. 

And who better to meet on such 
a tour than Arsenal?
